Shakespeare 


William Shakespeare was baptised on 
April 26, 1564 — at least that is the date 
registered in the Episcopal Church at 
Stratford on Avon, England, and as‘ it 
was then the custom to baptize infants 
when three days old, the inference is 
that Shakespeare was born on April 23, 
1564. John Shakespeare, the father of 
the great poet, was a magistrate and in 
those days thought to be a rich man, 
and married Mary Ardon, the daughter 
of John Ardon, a man of good landed 
estate and ancient family, 

As there is a set of men who call 
themselves Baconites and say that Lord 
Bacon, an accomplished man, wrote 
the plays and ballads and not the poor 
and uneducated man,William Shakes- 
speare, and as there are men today who 
laugh at the idea of believing that 
Shakespeare wrote ‘‘Hamlet”’, I only 
note in the preface of this musing that 
Shakespeare was not an uneducated 
boor and that one may as well say that 
the uneducated prophet of Nazareth, 
who ‘‘spoke as never man spake” and 
left us the legacy of the sermon on the 
Mount, did not deliver that sermon. 

There have been scores of books 
written to prove that Bacon not Shake- 
speare, wrote the thirty-eight plays as 
well as the exquisite ballads. 

My text is not Bacon but Shakespeare 
and I rudely close my say about this 
controversy by saying that the Lord 
Bacon men are hoggish. After all, it 
does not matter to me who wrote those 
tragedies and comedies. We have them 
and every man and woman who has any 
gumption and can read almost worships 
them. Yet it is true and pity ’tis it’s 
true that so few people can read aloud 
either Milton or Shakespeare and give 
a possible exhibition of reading blank 
verse. In my letter of two weeks ago, 
I mentioned that reading aloud in our 
schools was almost a lost art. 
or girl with an ear for music can read 


'

ordinary poetry like saying ‘‘ Matthew 
Mark Luke John, Hold the horse till 
I get on,” but ask them to read blank 
verse and they are lost. 

The New York Times of April 23, I 
recommend to all who wish to get a 
treat. The photos and pictures of 
Shakespearean characters as well as the 
essays about them are splendid. I espe- 
cially enjoyed professor Sampson’s grand 
paper on Shakespeare comedies. 

Mr. Sampson is the professor of Eng- 
lish literature at Cornell. The portrait 
of Ellen Terry as Portia by the way the 
best Portia that ever trod the stage, and 
the great thing about Ellen was that she 
did not repeat her lines as if she had 
learned them but spoke just as naturally 
as if she was talking in ordinary conver- 
sation. 

I have a letter from Ellen Terry. She 
was in New York and could not arrange 
to come to Boston. I close this hurried 
notice by quoting Portia’s great lines, 


‘The quality of mercy is not strained, 
It droppeth as the gentle rain from heaven ~ 
Upon the place beneath! It is twice bless'd—~ 
It blesseth him that gives and him that takes! 
‘Tis mightiest in the mightiest; it becomes 
The throned monarch better than his crown. 
His sceptre shows the force of temporal power, 
The attribute to awe and majesty, 
Wherein doth sit the dread and fear of kings; 
But mercy is above this sceptered sway, 
It is enthroned in the hearts of kings, 
It is an attribute of God himself 
And earthly power doth then show likest God's, 
When mercy seasons justice; 
Therefore. Jew, 

Though justice be thy plea, consider this: 
That in the course of justice 
None of us should*see salvation; we do pray for 

mercy 
And that same prayer doth teach us all to render 
The deeds of mercy. 


I finish this Shakespeare musing by 
quoting a line from what the ghost says 
to Hamlet: 


“The glow worm shows the matin to- be near. 
A boy | adia”

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A Promising Experiment 


We publish in another column a very 
interesting story relative to the estab- 
lishment of a fish hatchery in Frye 
Village. We have had a Fish and Game 
Commission in Massachusetts for a 
great many years and there have been 
years when many people have thought 
that it might better have been called a 
Sport Commission, because much of 
the activity of the members had seemed 
to be devoted to furnishing fun for a 
lot of people who had ample time to 
travel the woods, wade the streams and 
occasionally catch one of the big 
brothers to the million little fishes with 
which various ponds and streams in the 
state have been stocked from time to 
time. 

There has been a new point of view, 
however, controlling the activities of 
the Board for a number of years, and 
the work at Frye Village is one of the 
important evidences of this change. 
The sport has not been overlooked, and 
it ought not to be, but the sport has 
been tied more closely to the actual 
profit to come from the developed fish, 
with which the Commission has been, 
and is now to a greater extent than ever, 
stocking the ponds and streams of 
Massachusetts. Fish is one of the great 
foods, known and appreciated by New 
England people more than any other 
people in the country. That it costs 
more than it used to is largely due to 


-|} the fact that per capita it is, scarcer 


than.it used to be. Fill the streams as 
they used to be filled, and make the 
ponds prolific 4s once upon a time they 
were with edible fish, and we would no 
longer be dependent upon the purely 
salt water fish which come by freight 
into the inland towns from the nearest, 
or the farthest, seaport. This is just 
what the Commission is planning in 
connection with its work at the new 
beds in Andover, and the whole scheme 
promises to be such a valuable one that 
we cannot help urging our townspeople 
to become interested so that they may 
pass along to their friends and neigh- 
bors throughout the state, all possible 
knowledge of this important movement. 

The work here at Andover has had 
the interest of the entire Commission, 
but has had the particular oversight of 
Commissioner Graham; an enthusiast 
in his work, full of confidence that some 
good results are to come, and_ tre- 
mendously in earnest in his search for 
real profit to the people of the state 
from the work of the Fish and Game 
Commission. 

There isn’t any reason why good 
results shouldn’t come, if one may judge 
by the story of success in other parts of 
the country, and if earnest, intelligent, 
and well directed efforts here are to have 
their proper reward. This movement 
means a lot to Andover, but means 
fully as much to all the people of the 
state. 


Controlling the Autos 

Now that the stream of autos has 
begun to fill the main street of Andover 
every Sunday, isn’t it a good time for 
just a word about the method of con- 
trolling this convenient nuisance? The 
writer believed at the time of the town 
meeting and still believes that a great 
deal of money was spent last’ year 
unwisely and to the real injury of the 
town of Andover, under the head of 
payment to policemen for special ser- 
vice on Sundays, with the purpose of 
controlling automobile traflic. There 
is some evidence that the same thing is 
to be repeated this year, but we cannot 
let it go by without a word of protest. 

Automobiles are here to stay, and 
will, because of the nature of their being, 
always be troublesome nuisances. Every 
possible precaution should be taken to 
see that they are kept within such 
bounds that public safety is protected 
in connection with their operation. 
Many of them travel through the streets 
of Andover at too rapid a pace. Many 
of them break the laws, and probably 
not an auto that operates in Andover 
runs an entire week without such a 
record. There are times -when breaking 
the law means no injury to anyone, and 
a foolish assumption of authority on the 
part of any police officer brings no other 
result than ill feeling-on the part of all 
| the parties involved. There are other 
| times ona busy Sunday and in a crowded 
| street where «the rapidly moving auto- 
mobile disobeying every law laid down 
| for protection of itself, occupants, and 
| the. people in the streets, deserves to be 
| brought to bay withthe very strongest 
| possible operation of the arm of the 
law. 

We have seen in the past two years a 
' number of different men from time to 
; time holding down ‘a particular street 
| crossing, no two of whom handle traffic 
jin the same way. The very word traffic 
| itself imples movement, in this  par- 
| ticular case movement of vehicles, but 
| when a stupid police officer located for 
| instance, at the foot of Andover Hill, 
| makes every car that is going up the 
| hill ‘‘stop, look, and listen” until 
) actual congestion takes place and none 
| of the cars can move except on the low 
| speed, all of the autoists become sore 
at the town because of the stupidity of 
| the official making this difficulty, traffic 

regulation becomes. traflic congestion, 
| and the work of the officer has changed 
| from that designed lo promote efficiency 
| to plain, stupid blundering. Coming 
| down the hill it is entirely different; 
| machines should be made to go slowly 
}and should always be under perfect 


| control going by the cross street at the 
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It is good to note 
that at this particular crossing referred 
to, the very type of service we have 
mentioned is rendered by another officer 
who when on duty stands there with 
the sole purpose of keeping the cars 
moving, but moving in such a way that 
those who wish to cross the street at 
this point are amply protected. 

There are other places in Andover 
where policemen are located nearly 
every Sunday, where there doesn’t 
appear to the outsider to be the least 
possible excuse for the expenditure of 
the money except the excuse that some- 
body’s particular whim has to be 
recognized. Somébody will say that 
the sole purpose of most of this is to 
stop speeding at such times when speed- 
ing in the highways is dangerous. To 
the writer there seems to be a lot better 
way to do this, and that is to arrest the 
first man going above the speed limit 
under such conditions, hale him into 
court and push him to the limit. Present 
methods simply result in making scores 
upon scores of the decent type of auto- 
mobile driver insist that never again will 
he come into the highways of Andover 
if he can help it, because of the narrow 
and petty persecution too often placed 
upon automobilists by the local police 
officers. Let’s change this attitude of 
our officials, and we are confident that 
we will change the attitude of a lot of 
people who ought to think well of 
Andover but who now do not,

Local Organization Will Hold Dem- 
onstrations in Town Hall Next 
Wednesday and Thursday 


The directors of the Andover Public 
Health Association held a_ meeting 
Wednesday afternoon to complete ar- 
angements for a Health Exhibition to 
be held in the Andover Town Hall.two 
days next week, May 10 and 11, after- 
noon and evening. 

The committee in charge, Mrs. George 
Selden, Mrs. George French and Mrs. 
Walter Thomas, has been successful in 
getting togethér many: exhibits and 
much information regarding matters of 
health and sanitation. 

The Anti-Tuberculosis booth of the 
Boston Association will show what has 
been done and what is being done to 
prevent the spread of this dread disease. 

Several boards of health will send 
placards and exhibits showing what is 
being done in different towns in all 
matters pertaining to health. 

The State Board of Health will be 
represented by Miss Mae Dickenson, 
who will also give a half-hour talk 
Wednesday evening. at eight o’clock on 
Child Welfare. The-care of children 
has been Miss Dickenson’s life study 
and she is especially well qualified to 
speak on this important subject. This 
talk will be illustrated by lantern slides. 
Many mothers ought to take advantage 
of this opportunity. 

On Thursday at eight o’clock an illus- 
trated lecture by Dr. J. Forrest Burn- 
ham of Lawrence will be given on 
“Quackery and Patent Medicine 
Frauds,” a subject which he has studied 
thoroughly and knows well. Children 
under twelve years of age must be ac- 
companied by their parents. 

The following subjects will be fully 
treated and illustrated: Dental Hygiene, 
Work for the Blind, and the Boston 
Woman’s Municipal League will show 
methods of conducting a Fly Campaign. 

It is hoped that the A.V.I.S. and the 
Andover Guild will help and the local 
committee on Surgical Dressing will 
have representatives present to explain 
and illustrate the work done in Andover 
for relief in the hospitals abroad. The 
Red Cross relief work will also be illus- 
trated by a committee and the visiting 
nurse will demonstrate “Proper Food 
for Children.” 

Mr. Lewis has notified the Boy Scouts 
recently organized in Andover, that they 
have been invited to take part in this 
Health Exhibition.

Obituary 


PROFESSOR M. CLEMENT GILE 


Another good man, well known in 
Andover, has finished a noble, useful 
life. Professor Gile died at his home in 
Colorado Springs, Colorado, of heart 
failure, after a sickness of several 
weeks, on April 28, at the age of fifty- 
seven years. A native of Haverhill, he 
spent four full years in Phillips Acade- 
my, graduating in 1879, in the same 
class with Prof. H. C. Bierwith, Rev, 
Henry Fairbank of India, Rev. Charles 
M. Sheldon, the author, and Judge 
Marcus Morton, He graduated from 
Brown University in 1883, and was 
at once called back to Phillips, remain- 
ing here for nine years as an instructor 
in English, French, Latin and Greek. 
Considerations of health led him then 
to the Rocky Mountain region, and 
from 1892 he was professor 0 classical 
languages and literature in Colorado 
College, being also for some -years 
principal of Cutler Academy, connected 
with the college. . .. 

Professor Gile married in 1886 Jose- 
phine E. Richards, daughter of Hon. 
Dexter Richards of Newport, N. H., 
and a graduate of Abbot Academy in 
1877, She survives him with their 
five children, Miriam R. (Mrs. John 
Hartwell of Brookline), Richards D., 
Clement M., Harold H., and Ruth L. 
While in Andover the family lived in 
the Bartlet street house, built by Mr. 
Richards, now the residence of Judge 
Bell. As afterward they had their 
summer home on our north coast, 
they maintained their acquaintance 
and interest in the town. 

He was a versatile and stimulating 
teacher, with an abounding and con- 
tagious enthusiasm. His hearty friend- 
liness, his sound judgement and his 
readiness to see another’s point of 
view made him a valued counsellor, 
and those who sought his advice went 
away with new courage and often with 
substantial help. Not less character- 
istic were the ready wit, the quick 
appreciation, the entire self-forgetful- 
ness which made him the most- de- 
lightful of comrades. As a citizen of 
the Colorado community he was es- 
pecially active in the support of all 
good movements. 

The far-reaching influence of the 
life of this truehearted Christian man 
cannot be estimated, and the news of 
his death will bring sincere sorrow to 
former students and friends throughout 
the country. s

BARNSTORMERS PERFORM 


“The Big Idea’? Presented Before 
Large Audience With . 
Marked Success 


“Make your audience laugh, make 
your audience cry, but above all things 
make your audience wait.” So said the 
man who had had experience to the 
young man who was anxious to write a 
play. 

The author of “The Big Idea”, which 
was presented by the Barnstormers at 
the town hall last Tuesday night, must 
have heard this precept, or have evolved 
a similar one out of his experience or 
his common sense.» He made his audi- 
ence laugh when Bob Caswell, played by 
Mr. Hodgkins, reminded everyone. he 
could buttonhole, that. his Insurance 
Company had the efinest little policy 
ever to provide for the wife and-the 
little ones at home should swift and 
sudden death o’ertake the button- 
holed; and when Mr. Bryne, the bank 
teller, allowed himself to be done and 
double-done (though damned if he knew 
why) by the charming heroine. . When 
Mr. Peirce, who took the part of James 
Howard, the father, tottered into his 
son’s study and in broken accents told 
him he was ruined and disgraced, and 
when Mrs. Baldwin, as the mother, anx- 
‘ously peered into her husband’s face and 
into her son’s face fainly trying to 
find the cause of the gloom that both 
were immersed in, the audience was not 
far from tears. As for suspense,—the 
author kept his listeners guessing from 
start to finish! What would the father 
do? Did Elaine really love Dick? 
Would Gilmore take the play and pay 
the price? 

It is safe to say that the audience 
enjoyed this play fully as much if not 
‘more than any The Barnstormers have 
ever given.. The’ play itself was cleverly 
conceived; the plot’ was what in this 
day and generation could pass as 
original, there were many funny lines, 
and several complicating situations 
which were for the most part not solved 
until the very end. The stage was 
proper and dignified: in neither of the 
two settings was it cluttered with un- 
necessary properties. The lighting was 
especially good, so good that it was 
probably not particularly noticed. The 
stage manager had quite a difficult task 
to perform, In the first act he had to 
represent an indoors lighted, with an 
outdoors dark; and this he did by using 
amber lights to illuminate the stage 
proper, and blue and green ones to 
create the impression of darkness out- 
side. In the second act, the artificial 
light in the room—which Dick said he 
always had to have when he worked— 
was much the same as in the first act, 
but the outdoor daylight was repre- 
sented by means of amber and white 
lights. In the third act, the effect of 
daylight both inside and outside was 
produced by means of amber lights. 
And then the acting was splendid. 

A professional company, before pro- 
dusing a play for the first time, has to 
undergo wecks, sometimes months, of 
very strenuous rehearsing. And even 
then, the first few performances are not 
entirely free from some crudeness. In an 
organization like The Barnstormers, 
where the acting is done by people who 
have other things to think of during the 
day, and other tasks to perform, and the 
rehearsing is done only in leisure hours, 
and only two or possibly three evenings 
a week during a rather short period, it 
would seem as if smoothness of expres- 
sion, grace of acting, team-work,—in a 
work,—finish, could not be attained. 
But, thanks to the careful training of 
the cast by Mr. Frank H. Hardy a 
degree of finish was attained which was 
in every way remarkable. 

In addition to managing the play, 
Mr. Hardy took the leading male part, 
that of Richard, or “Dick” Howard, 
who determined to commit suicide that 
the $25,000 for which he was insured 
might come to his father and so save 
him from disgrace. Mr. Hardy, from 
start to finish, did what he had to do 
and said what he had to say with com- 
plete grasp of the character he was por- 
traying. His leisurely self-control in 
the first part, his embarassment in the 
presence of Elaine, his loss of temper at 
the interruptions he had to submit to, 
and his sometimes whimsical, some- 
times elevated deportment in the office 
of Charles Gilmore,—all were handled 
with a graceful art. His voice never 
served him better. The range was wide, 
_and his tones were at all times resonant. 
It is fortunate that through Elaine, he 
did not have to kill himself; fortunate, 
too, that with her he was able to com- 
plete ,the play that gave Andover so 
much pleasure. . 

Mr. Hodgkins as Bob Caswell real- 
ized that he was called on to play a 
comedy part, and he -sustained this 
throughout. Even when he was placed 
in that most uncomfortable predica- 
ment—when he knew his best friend

It was a 
comedy part, and Mr. Bancroft so in- 
terpreted it, bringing out a laugh when- 
ever he stuck his head or his body or 
both into the manager's sanctum. And 
Mr. Collins, as Jim, the office boy, 
though he was on the stage for only a 
few brief but strenuous moments, did 
a very clever bit of acting, and spoke 
his lines with a thorough understanding 
of the character. 

Mrs. Pifer played the leading female 
part, that of Elaine Foster, with rare 
charm and with unusual ability. It 
was a very difficult role to sustain; 
because, while she was on the stage, it 
was she who dominated every move. 
It was she who furnished the motive 
for almost every step that was taken; 
it was she who, with a word here and 
a deft touch there, untangled and 
smoothed out problems and complica- 
tions that arose.

The Pork Barrel 


I asked Mr. Cole some time ago what 
this term arose from. He said he did 
not know. One day I happened to look 
at the United States History Dictionary 
at the library and this caught my eye 
under ‘‘Rivers and Harbors”; the first 
bill introduced for improvements was 
passed March 3, 1823. In 1911 heavy 
appropriations of one hundred and nine- 
teen million odd were alluded to face- 
tiously as the Congressional “Pork bar- 
rel.”’. This appropriation system thus 
received a name singularly well fitted, 
if one is familiar with the universal 
dependence of a typical western back 
woodsman on his big pork barrel, in 
the absence of transportation and other 
drawbacks that cut him off from the 
meat market. Pork enters every dish. 
Congressmen and “Log rolling’’ another 
term came up about the same time to 
describe the manner of disposing of this 
fund, ostensibly raised to benefit the 
whole United States: See “Cyclopedia 
of American Government”’ also on same 
subject. Our budget system and ways 
of raising and spending. the people’s 
spare cash, is the laughing stock of all 
nations.

SALMON FOR THE MERRIMACK 


Hatchery Plant Installed at Hussey’s Pond Fr 


ye Village with Nearly 


Half a Million Young Salmon 


Very few people in Andover know of 
the experiment that is about to be tried 
here to restock our river: with salmon 
by the Massachusetts Fish and Game 
Commission. 

A rearing station has just been com- 
pleted at Frye Village on the Shawsheen 
River, on land owned by William M. 
Wood, President of the American 
Woolen Company. Here fifty large 
pools have been built which are sup- 
plied with water from the upper pond 
and which will contain 400,000 young 
salmon. A small house has been built 
to be used by the man in charge of the 
station to store and grind the food for 
the young fish. The station is now 
complete and ready for operation. 

Commissioner George H. Graham of 
Springfield came here last fall and 
selected the location in company with 
Deputy Walter A. Larkin and has had 
charge of developing the station. 


averaging from fifteen to forty pounds 
each. Specimens as large as_ eighty 
pounds are often taken in Oregon and 
Alaska. 


The Eggs 


The eggs from which these salmon 
were hatched came from’ the Columbia 
River in Oregon last November and 
were hatched out at the State Hatchery 
in Palmer about six weeks ago being 
about the size and color of half ripe 
currants. They come packed in large 
cases on trays covered with damp cheese 
cloth and wet moss. It takes seven 
days to send them through by express 
and they need to be iced twice en route. 

The commissioners learned last fall, 
through Commissioner.-Graham who 
visited the Pacific Coast, that an almost 
unlimited number of eggs from the fall 
run of chinook salmon were available 
for shipment east at a very small 


The construction work has been done 
with Supt. Otis Monroe of the Palmer 
Hatchery in charge and everything 
seems to be in first-class shape for the 
opening. 

The reason for selecting Andover for 
this experiment was the fact that the 
Shawsheen river is one of the best 
tributaries of the Merrimack and the 
large number of Alewives that come up 
this stream every year to spawn shows 
that the water in this river is well 
suited to raise fish in. 

As soon as the time comes to liberate 
the young salmon they will be turned 
into the stream at the rearing station 
and allowed to drift down the Shaw- 
sheen into the Merrimack and thence 
down twenty: five miles to the ocean. 

The mouth of the Merrimack is entirely 
within the boundaries of Massachusetts 
and the net fishing here can be regulated 
and controlled by the state. 

The present commissioners believe 
that with modern methods, they will 
be able to establish these Pacific salmon 
in the Merrimack. 

The fish they have selected for this 
experiment is the Royal Chinook or 
Quinatt Salmon of the Columbia River. 
This fish is considered the finest of the 
five species of Pacific salmon. It grows 
very rapidly and attains a large size.

After that they 
feed and care for themselves, going out 
into the fertile fields of the great ocean 
for four years. Where they feed, no 
one knows but it is the belief among 
many fish culturists that they do not 
wander far from their parent stream. 

The commissioners beli eve that, when 
these salmon, come back to spawn in 
four years, it will be possible to secure 
enough ripe fish to get eggs from, to 
keep up the stock by artificial propaga- 
tion. In the meantime it is planned to 
secure a large number of eggs each fall 
from the Pacific Coast.

If the experiment proves a success, 
as many of the most prominent fish- 
culturists in the country believe it will, 
it will mean ‘a great deal to the people 
of New England in the way of producing 
a most desirable fish at a moderate cost. 
It will also establish several facts for 
science among them. It will prove, 
beyond a doubt, whether or not the 
eggs taken from the fall run of salmon 
produce fall fish or spring fish or both. 
It will also demonstrate whether or 
not we will be able to produce whole- 
some and delicious fish with our rivers 
in the condition they are in today. 

The Young Salmon 

As soon as the eggs are hatched the 
young fish feeds upon the egg sac for 
about a month and then they are fed 
finely ground liver. 

They grow rapidly when they are fed 
four or five times each day and are 
always ready for more liver. 

As soon as they are large enough to 
care for themselves they will be placed 
in the large pond to hunt food for them- 
selves until they are ready in the fall 
to start on their long journey 
stream and out into the ocean. 


Growth of Salmon

Early Experiments 


During the early seventies several 
attempts were made by the Massa- 
chusetts commissioners and the Federal 
Government to introduce the California 
salmon into some of our streams and 
j lakes, but they all failed, probably 
owing to the fact that the fish were 
planted as soon as they were hatched 
and before they were able to protect 
themselves against their many enemies. 

The present plan is to hold the young 
fish and feed them for about six months 
until they are able to take some care of 
themselves before turning them loose.
